Probation: The Arizona Board of Physical Therapy hereby orders that Respondent, holder 

of License No. LPT-006565, is placed on probation for twelve (12) months.  The probation 

may be extended or other enforcement actions taken in the event Respondent is found in 

violation this Order or violates the Arizona Physical Therapy Practice Act.  Respondent may 
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petition the Board for early termination of probation if the Board determines all requirements 

of the Order have been met.  The Board orders Respondent to comply with the following 

terms and conditions: 

License Restriction: On the effective date of this Order Respondent’s Arizona physical 

therapy license is restricted throughout the term of probation. Respondent shall not practice in 

a home health practice setting. Respondent shall only practice in a setting with another 

Arizona licensed physical therapist(s) in good standing with the Board who will be onsite at 

all times during Respondent’s practice. Respondent shall submit the name of her employer 

and the names of the onsite Arizona licensed physical therapists(s) to the Board upon 

acceptance of a position to practice as a physical therapist. 

 

Evaluation:  Within ninety (90) days from the effective date of the Consent Agreement, 

Respondent shall obtain an evaluation from a Board approved evaluator to evaluate her mental 

health status, fitness for duty, and safety to practice. Respondent shall execute all releases to 

the Board approved evaluator to comply with the Consent Agreement. Respondent shall 

provide Board staff with the date and time of the scheduled evaluation. Respondent shall 

cause the Board approved evaluator to provide a copy of the evaluation to the Board. Upon 

receipt of the evaluation the Board shall review the report and all recommendations.  

  

Continuing Education: Respondent shall take and complete an in-person continuing 

education course in the area listed below within ninety (90) days from the effective date of 

this order. Respondent shall submit the course to Board staff for approval prior to beginning 

the continuing education course.

3. Respondent conducted the initial examination of RL which was incomplete due to standardize 

balance assessment is not documented; gait is not documented with the exception of “requires SP cane”; AROM 

is not documented and incomplete strength assessment. 

4. Respondent failed to discuss the appropriate assistive device, based upon documented objective 

tests and measures, for ambulation safety and reduction of fall risk. 

5. Respondent failed to obtain blood pressure when patient RG reported feeling “shakey” prior to 

engagement in treatment interventions on September 18, 2018.
